P 549 nm should be rightly used instead of therm "^549 nm" as given in the specification (e.g., page 4, line 23). In spite of arguing that 
^ one skilled in the art would understand that these terms are interchangeable. Applicants assert that Figure 3 provides support for the 
amendment. The examiner disagrees. The terms "equal" and "approximately" have different meaning. Furthermore, one skilled in the art 
would not glean from Figure 3 that maximum is at approximately 549 nm and not at approximately 548 nm, for example, because the X- 
axis is not gradated in a way to render the conclusion. 
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
